wr -w- -j- HERE AS it is expedient to amend the Laws relating to Preamble. 
\]\f the Regulation of Markets in Ireland : Be it enacted by 
▼ * the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
5 Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Autho- 
rity of the same, as follows : 



As to the Construction of this Act : 

I. The following Words and Expressions in this Act shall have 
the Meanings hereby assigned to them, unless there be something in used in this 
10 the Subject or Context repugnant to such Construction ; (that is to Act : 
say,) the Word “County" shall include County of a City, County « county:" 
of a Town, or Riding of a County, as the Case may be; the Word 
“Town" shall include a City, Town Corporate, Borough, Market ■■Town:” 
Town, or other Towu ; the Words “ Lord Lieutenant ” shall include .. Lori Lieu- 
15 any other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland; the Words

also any Justice appointed under the Provisions of “ The Towns

of any Market situated not wholly in any One Jurisdiction, shall 
mean a Justice of the Peace or Justice appointed under “ The Towns 
Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854,” acting for the Place where any 
Part of such Market shall be situated; the Word “Owner” shall 
include any Person or Persons, or Body of Commissioners, or Body io 
Corporate entitled to hold any Market, whether in respect of the 
Ownership of any Lauds or Tenements, or under any Patent Grant 
from the Crown, or deriving Title through the Commissioner of 
Markets in Ireland, as herein-aftcr is provided, and the Assistants 
of such Person respectively; the Word “ Wcighmaster” shall include 15 
aii}' r Person appointed for the Time being to keep any Weighing 
Machine under this Act; the Word “Driver” shall mean and include 
the Person having the Care of any Cart ; the Word “ Person” shall 
include a Corporation, whether aggregate or sole ; the Word “ Cart” 
shall include Waggon and also any Carriage used wholly or chiefly 20 
for the Conveyance of Goods; the Word “Cattle” shall include 
Horse, Gelding, Poal, Colt, Ass, Mule, Sheep, Lamb, Goat, Kid, or 
Swine; the Word “Toll” shall include all Customs, Stallages, 
Piccage, Cranage, Rents, Fees, and other Dues payable by any 
Person using or frequenting any Market ; the Word “ Superior 25 
Courts” shall mean Her Majesty’s Superior Courts of Record in 
Dublin. 

As to the Commencement and Extent of this Act : 

II. This Act shall commence and take effect from the 

Day of next, and may be cited as “ The Markets 30 

(Ireland) Act, 1859-” 

III. This Act shall apply to Ireland only, hut nothing herein 
contained shall extend to or affect any Market in the Borough of 
Dublin, or any Market regulated by or held under any local Act 

of Parliament : Provided that the Provisions contained in Sections 35 
Forty-seven and Forty-eight of this Act respecting the Mode of 
weighing certain Commodities, and also the Provisions in Section 
Seventy-seven respecting the Register of the Quantity of Articles 
sold, shall extend to every Market whether the same be regulated 
or held under a Local Act of Parliament or not. 40

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- As to the Commissioner and Assistant Commissioner:

As to the Ownership of certain Markets : 

XII. If any Market shall have been regularly held for the Space 
of Five Years before the passing of this Act, and no Person shal 
within such Time have claimed the Ownership thereof by being m 
actual Possession or in receipt of the Tolls thereof, or by having taken 25 
or prosecuted legal Proceedings for asserting his Right to or recovering 
the same, the Commissioner shall cause an Advertisement to be pub- 
lished in the Dublin Gazette, and in such local Newspaper as he shall 
see fit, requiring any Person or Persons claiming to be or willing to 
become Owner or Owners of such Market to furnish to the Commis- 30 
sioner a Notice or Proposal to that Effect, and the Claims or Pio- 
posals so made shall be forthwith investigated by tlie Commissioner ; 
and the Commissioner may select some Person or Persons to be the 
Owner or Owners of such Market, and shall make an Order to that 
Effect, and shall cause the same to be published m the Dublin 
Gazette, and in such local Newspaper as he shall see fit ; Irovided 
always, that where' any City or Town in which any such Market shall, 
have been so held shall be regulated by any Persons constituted 
Commissioners thereof under an Act passed in the Ninth Year ot 
King George the Fourth, Chapter Eighty-two, or “ The Towns 40 
Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854,” and that such Persons shall send 
in any Claim or Proposal to become Owners of such Market, the 
J Comrms- 
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Commissioner shall select such Persons to be such Owners in 
preference to any other Person or Persons claiming or proposing to 
become such Owners. 

XIII Every Order of the Commissioner declaring the Owner of Order of

If Tolls shall not have been levied for the Space of Five 
Years before the passing of this Act, in any Market, the Commis- 
sioner shall proceed to settle the Schedule of Tolls to be demanded 5 
and taken in such Market; provided that the Toll on the respective 
Articles mentioned in such Schedule shall not exceed the Toll men- 
tioned on such Articles respectively in Schedule (B.), and the 
Schedule so settled shall be signed and sealed, in Duplicate, by 
the Commissioner, and one Duplicate thereof shall be given or sent 10 
to the Person entitled to the Receipt thereof, and another shall be 
kept by the Commissioner ; but the same may be appealed, against 
by any Person thinking himself aggrieved thereby in the same 
Manner and subject to the same Provisions, or as nearly as may be, 
as an Order declaring the Owner of a Market ■ may be appealed 15 
against under this Act. ; 



XX. After the Schedule has been given or sent to such Person as 

aforesaid the Tolls therein specified shall be the only Tolls which 
can be legally taken or claimed in the Market to which such Schedule 
shall apply.

XXI. No Toll shall be payable in any such Market in respect of 
any Article not included in Schedule (B.) 

XXII. The Commissioner may, at any Time after the Expiration 
of Three Years from the Settlement of any such Schedule of Tolls, 

on the Application of the Person entitled to the Receipt of such 25 
Tolls, or of Twenty-one or more Persons rated to the Relief of the 
Poor to the Value of Eight Pounds and upwards, residing in the 
Town or Place at which such Market is held, or within Three Miles 
thereof, proceed to reconsider, revise, and settle such Schedule; 
and all the Powers, Directions, and Provisions heretofore contained 30 
in relation to the original Settlement of any Schedule of Tolls, and 
to the Right of Appeal therefrom, shall, as nearly as may be, apply 
to such new Revision. 

As to the holding of Markets :

the Purpose of raising Money to defray the Expenses of providing 
, such Accommodation, and such Mortgage or Charge shall be as 
valid as if made by an Owner in Fee Simple in possession of such 
Market, and shall take Priority of every other Charge or Incum- 
15 brance on such Tolls, except a prior Charge of the same Nature 
made by any Commissioner under this Act for a like Purpose, and 
any Lessee or Tenant of a limited Interest, and any Remainderman 
or Reversioner may advance Money on such Charge or Mortgage as 
if he were a Stranger. 

20 XXIV. If no sufficient Slim can be raised for such Purpose as If Funds not 
last aforesaid by Mortgage or Charge, the Commissioner may sell 
such Market in possession in Fee Simple, free from all Incumbrances, Market may 
for the Purpose of raising a sufficient Sum to be expended for such 
Purpose ; and if no sufficient Sum can be raised by such Sale, then, held.
